H« told Mr. 


Blake that he was acquainted with his 
son, .Tames S. Blake, in Boston, who 
bad told him to Tisit bis father, who 
would undoubtedly show him property 
in Newburypqrt that would be desirable 
for the wonian. 


The stranger immediately secured Mr. 


Blake's confidence. 
They soon after- 


ward got into tbe carriage and started 
out into the country, and, after going 
about four miles, they met a man who 
presented the appearance of being a 
farmer.

thusiasts who watched it from the ob- 
servation trains, yachts aad points of 
vantage on tUe banks and saw Yale row 
to victory, leading Harvard over the 
finish line by a scant two lengths. 


To Yale also fell the honor of a vic- 


tory in the freshman race, while Har- 
vard takes consolation in the fact tl,at 
her 'varsity four walked away from the 
Yale quartet handsomely. 


The two minor races, with honors di- 


vided, served to whet the appetite of 12.- 
000 spectators on the observation trains 
nnd half as many people on yachts and 
the river banks. 
These contests had 


resulted exactly as the experts had pre- 
dicted, and the great crowds were im- 
patient for tha supreme event of the re- 
gatta. 


The big race was rowed down stream 


In the cool of tbe evening, shortly after 
7 o'clock. The conditions were fairly 
favorable. 
A wind out of the south- 


west blew diagonally against the crews 
at the rate of about six miles an hour. 
A beautiful start, with the two eights 
rowing stroke for stroke, began a con- 
test that will never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it. 


Harvard immediately took the lead. 


Her stalwart oarsmen retained it for a 
mile and a half. 
At the two-mile flag 


Yale had cut down the Harvard advan- 
tage, and drew ahead only to lose again 
before a half mile had been travelled. 
For -still another half mile the Cam- 
bridge boys held on and the excitement 
was of the keenest kind. 


Both, crews had- by this time dropped 


to an%nu6,ually slow stroke, at times the 
rate pcjr 'minute being scarcely 30. 
Yale's endurance, however, was np to 
the standard, and, as the two shells-ap- 
proached the three and a half mile flag, 
the Elis spurted magnificently. Har- 
vard responded, but it was Yale's day.

Seasickness, that woeful malady which 


makes tfae- sofferer afraid he is going 


to die and later inspires him with terror 
for fear b« won't die, is an annoyance 
which bring* a shudder to the man or 
•woman who contemplates going any- 
where by water. 
Nearly everybody 


knows what seasickness is. It is no re- 
specter of ptrsons, but attacks th« high 
and the lowly, th* riclx and the poor. 


AH kinds of ameliorating agents (ire 


Bought and resorted tc with religious fer- 
vency to quell the qnalm in the epigts- 
trum, but without avail. Lemons, liracs 
and all kinds of acids are used to still the 
cyclone going on in tbe stomach. In the 
agony which follows an attack of sea- 
sickness any promise can be exacted -of a 
victim in return for immediate relief. 
Aad yet the stomach is not to blame. 
Nine out of ten people will declare the 
Beat of seasickness to be the stomach. If 
one should tell a man who had been 
through the ordeal that the seat cf the 
trouble is not in the stomach, but in the 
ear, the integrity of his mental processes 
would be seriously questioned. The ei- 
victim would probably regard himself as 
a past grand master in all that apper- 
tains to seasickness and would in all 
probabilitv indignantly refuse tc listen 
to a learned dissertation on the ear as 
having anything to do with seasickness. 
And yet it is true that the ear is the part 
which first kicks up tbe disturbance 
which manifests itself ia the stomach 
convulsions. 


The esr is not only built to hear with, 


but also the apparatus which gives to us 
the sense of balance is laid in the ear. 
Before we can know whether wo are 
standing np or lying down we most learn 
it from the ear. Tbe apparatus of bal- 
ance is as follows: It is located in the 
temporal bone. This hone forms part of 
the skull wall in the region of the temple, 
nnd another portion of it, which projects 
at right angles to that part which forma 
part of the skull wall, forms part of the 
floor of the skull cavity where the brain 
is. The latter portion is known as the 
petroua portion of the temporal bone, 
ond it is in this portion that the balance 
machinery lies. In the petrus portion are 
three semicircular canals uniting at their 
base. These canals lie in three different 
planes, and the man, no matter in what 
position he may be, is always in one of 
these planes. If he falls, he will fall in 
one of these planes. 


These canals have a common base and 


are hollow. They are lined on the inside 
•with a membrane in which, the filaments 
of the nerve which controls our balance 


I are distributed, or, in other words, the 


nerve -which tells ns whether we are erect 
or lying down, whether we are falling, 
etc. 
There is a fluid in these canala 


which only scantily fills them. When we 
are standing erect this fluid lies at the 
common base of the canals and by its 
weight on the nerve filaments, upon which 
the fluid lies, irritates them, and they 
send a nerve impulse to the seat of origin 
of their nerve in tbe brain and we are in- 
formed that we are in the erect posture. 


If, however, we change our posture— 


for instance, lie down—the fluid la the 
canals run into that canal which is in the 
same plane in which we are lying. Grav- 
ity moves the fluid. Here a new set of 
nerve filaments are agitated by the fluid 
and an impulse is again sent to their seat 
of origin in the brain, nnd the brain tells 
ns that we are lying down. Now, when 
a person is on board a boat, he is pitched 
about by the various motions of the ves- 
sel and instinctively gets np a different 
motion of his own in his attempts to 
keep his balance. This sets that fluid in 
the semicircular canals splashing aronnd 
from one plane to another, or, in other 
words, from one canal to another. No 
sooner does one set of nerve filaments 
send warning to the seat of origin in the 
brain, telling of the direction in which the 
man is falling, than another set sends out 
a nerve impulse of a conflicting report. 
.The result is a strange confusion of nerve 
impulses taking place in that part of the 
brain where the nerve of balance takes 
its origin. 


Now, if this were all there would be DO 


sense of seasickness. But it is not slL 
There Is a large nerve which has its seat 
of origin so closely interwoven with that 
of the nerve of balance that when that 


large nerve becomes agitated and dis- 
turbed. This ia called the pseumogas- 
tric nerve and, passing down the neck 
from the brain, gives off some of its fila- 
ments to the luugs and heart, and what 
is left is distributed to the walls of the 
stomach. 


The peculiar confusion which' takes 


place in the brain as the result of the 
tossing about of the body from one plane 
to another in quick succession inspires 
the pnenmopnstric nerve to send down 
an impulse along its nerve trunk which 
causes nausea and the stomachic convul- 
sions which are associated with seasick- 
ness. 


The victim of seasickness invariably 


enhances his own discomfort by interpos- 
ing a motion of his own, intended, of 
course, to obviate the motion of the boat 
and keep himself from falling, but as • 
rule this effort on his part only adds to 
the disturbing causes and renders the 
confusion in tbe ear and brain more in- 
tense. A sufferer from seasickness is al- 
ways better if he lies down on bis back 
and gives himself np to the motion of the 
koat, By so doing, while be will be still 
leasick, it will not be so.severe because 
he offers no opposing motton of his body 
to that of the boat and Is just that much 
better off. Barrels of lemons, limes and 
other acid's will not help him much. In- 
stinctively he will accommodate himself 
to the boat's motion and the confusion In 
both ear and brain will qniet down, and 
be will crawl ont on deck again, wan and 
drawn perhaps, and begin to take an in- 
terest ia his surroundings.—Washington 
Times.

KANSAS WANTS HARVESTER'S

Kansas wanta:m«n to harvest ibi 


wheat crop* this year and can't get 
enough of'them, says'a Kansas City 
dispatch to the New York Sun. The 
farmers have called on ^liasouri and 
toe eastern states for more harvest 
hands. Hundreds are being shipped in- 
to the state every day, chiefly through 
the Missouri free employment agency, 
But tbe agency la unable to supply men 
fast enough to meet tbe demand. 


The wheat crop of Kansas, though 


partly a failure la some counties, is 
still so large in other counties as 10 be 
beyond the capacity of the people of 
the state to handle it. Tbe tremendous 
success of last year's wheat crop en- 
couraged the farmers to plant a gi eater 
acreage than ever before. Orcleis for 
6,000 men have already been si-at out 
to harvest tLe great crop aud then to 
thrash, it after it has beeu harvested. 
Most of the jobs offered ato good for 
from 90 to 100 days, and there is a 
fair chance for steady employment for 
tbe rest of the year to the best men. 


Wages range from $1.30 to $2.50 a 


day, according to tbe kind of work, and 
include board and lodging. Women 
are wanted by the farmers' wives to 
help cook for tbe hungry farmhands, 
but it is next to Impossible to get cooks. 
Good wages arc offered, far higher 
wages than those paid in the city. 


Host of tbe men now flocking to 


Kansas arc farmers from Missouri, but 
soma are from eastern states. New 
York, Pennsylvania, North Carolina* 
Michigan, Illinois, New Jersey and 
even Maine send harvest bonds to Kan- 
sas. 


Some of the Jobs thus obtained turn 


out to be permanent Several men who 
hired out to Kansas farmers last year 
have crops of their own this season and 
have sent for hands to harvest their 
grain. They took land on shares to har- 
vest It. They will make enough to buy 
a part of the land their crops are on 
this year or they will go to Oklahoma 
and buy a claim.

First Lieutenant Harold Hammond 


of the Ninth infantry, which has been 
In Peking, China, since last Bummer, 
has written a very interesting account 
of the beheading of nine Chinamen, 
Bays the St Louis Globe-Democrat 
The letter was written to his father, 
Mr. Jacob Hammond of Rnshville, 
Ills., uuder the date of April 30. Lieu- 
tenant Hammond is the young officer 
who is engaged to wed Miss Margaret 
Pierce, niece of United States Minis- 
ter Conger. The letter follows: 


"I had an opportunity to see some ex- 


ecutions yesterday afternoon and went 
up in the Tartar City and saw nine 
Chinamen beheaded for robbery, tho 
worst crime In the calendar for a Chi- 
naman. Never have I seen such pure 
Indifference aqd stoicism as those dev- 
ils displayed. They took them in three 
Chinese^ carts, three In each, bound 
hands behind their backs and feet in 
stocks that they could Walk in. They 
sang and joked all the way to the exe- 
cution ground, stopped at a well and 
•were given a drink, and after they 
reached the place they were unloaded 
and stood around together. 


"Soon a name was called, and one 


•walked out, assisted by two policemen. 
He was divested of his clothing around 
the shoulders, his hands remaining 
tied, and then made to kneel down, A 
stout cord was made into a sort of hal- 
ter and passed under his chin. Then 
one man held him on the left side and 
one on the right, while another stretch- 
ed his neck by pulling his pigtail and 
the cord. The executioner then put his 
knuckles between the shoulders and 
pushed down very hard, bringing the 
neck about six inches from the ground 
and still well extended. Then an as- 
sistant handed him the knife, which 
has a handffc about 18 inches long and 
a blade of equal length. 


"Then the executioner took aim by 


laying the edge of the blade on the vic- 
tim's neck and then raising the knife 
above his head with both liands. With 
one strong blow he completely severed 
the head from the body, the trunk fall- 
Ing forward without a motion. An as- 
sistant then carried the bloody head be- 
fore the Judges, saying, 'Sow ghe dow' 
(here is the head for proof to your ex- 
cellency). 


"All this tifne the other eight were 


looking on with much interest, and 
then another was led out just past the 
headless body and was beheaded about 
two feet from bim. Each bead after 
being shown to the judges was laid be- 
side the shoulders of the proper trunk. 
Six were executed in a row, each time 
the new one being led past the others, 
and then the last three were beheaded 
behind the othew.

"Not a look, action or sound betrayed 


the least fear or showed the slightest 
sign of weakening from any of them. 
They were no more concerned than if 
they were.4>;olng to be photographed, 
which, by the way, I did, getting six 
pictures in various stages, from the 
carts to nine headless trunks. 


"The thousands of Chinamen looking 


oa didn't &eem to care, only to have an, 
Idle curiosity. In fact, there was noth- 
ing to make one fully realize that nine 
human lives had been sacrificed to sat- 
isfy the ends of justice. It seemed 
more like a butchering day In the fall, 
BO heartless and wholesale was th» 
slaughter. 
* 


"Each one had a sort of long paper 


eack tied on a pole and stuck down the 
back of his shirt, telling his offense, 
name and sentence. Inclosed I send 
you the one that one of them wore. Six 
Mexican dollars Is paid for each head, 
so three beadsmen, and six; assistants) 
got $54 In Mexican money. 


"Then^ saw a court in session, the 


prisoner kneeling, refusing to remem- 
ber anything, 
Then he was laid on 


his face, his legs bared, and he was 
given 40 blows with a long bamboo 
strip about two inches wide, strlMng 
him in the same place e«ch time, just 
below the buttocks, on the fleshy part 
of the thighs. This is severe punish- 
ment and leaves marks for life. The 
iicsh around the beaten place dies and 
sloughs out, leaving a bad wound. 


"It is-a rule of Chinese law never to 


sentence a man until be admits bis 
guilt and never to execute a sentence 
tratil he admits it is just, but some of 
their methods of Inducing the accused 
to admit that he Is guilty and that the 
sentence Is just are quite Ingenious 
and argumentative. They also make 
them kneel on rough iron chains piled 
on the floor. The legs are bared to 
the knees, and occasionally to help 
things along two bricks are pt!t under 
the ankles while the knees are on the 
chains and a bamboo pole is laid across 
the calf of the leg and two men teeter 
up and down, one on each end of the 
pole. 


"For women they slap the face In a 


very dexterous manner, striking the 
cheek near the month and In such a 
way as to make it swell and bleed pro- 
fusely. I saw them give one old wo- 
man 40 slaps to assist her In remem- 
bering whether she helped a young wo- 
man to escape from her lord and mas- 
ter, taking with her some jewelry."

DASSIN1 ON TARIFF WAR. 


BoktaaMdor Anticipate! *, 
Friendly Solution. 
- 


Before Count. Arthur ,Casslnl, t the 


Russian embagsador at Washington, 
sailed on the North German Lloyd 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm ffler Grosse 
the other day he made an authoritative 
Statement on the threatened tariff trou- 
ble between the United States and Rus- 
sia, says the New York Tribune. Count 
Cassini says that be regrets the mis- 
understanding that has arisen and will- 
when he arrives In St Petersburg see 
M. de Witte, the Russian minister of 
finance, on the subject 
Further he 


said that there was no danger of Rus- 
sia imposing a high tariff on American 
agricultural machinery. 


"The trouble over the tariff," he eald, 


"is a small and insignificant matter 
and has in nowise affected the pleas- 
ant diplomatic relations of the two 
countries. 
Russia and the United 


States have the most friendly relations, 
and we all desire tbat they shall con- 
tinue so. For that reason I will do my 
best to clear the matter up. I do ii«/t 
wish to blame anyoody, but it is true 
that the wnoie trouble, if trouble there 
be, had its origin on this side of the 
water. Our position in Russia will be 
understood better after it has been 
studied more by the Americans. To be 
sure, this country, rather than Russia, 
has all to lose and nothing to gain by 
a commercial war, of which, by the 
way, I do not think there is the slight- 
est danger. 


'If Russia were pressed hard, she 


could get her goods in Germany. Our 
trade, however, belongs legitimately to 
the United States. Is It wise for this 
country to allow Germany to gain a 
firm commercial footing on territory, 
tbat is within her command? I think 
not With such men as Secretary Gage 
la control, though, a proper under- 
standing will be arrived at before any- 
thing serious happens. 


"Outside of this little disturbance 


everything seems to point to a reciproc- 
ity treaty between the United States 
and Russia, This treaty is the goal of 
our ambition, and, pending our arrival 
at this goal, efforts have been made— 
on our part, at least—to avoid any pos- 
sibility of conflict I wish to call your 
attention to the treaty of 1832, in which 
this country 1» treated as one of the 
'most favored nations.' 
The United 


States has been enjoying this position, 
especially during the last five years, 
and* surely this country should be will- 
Ing the meet us half way, particularly 
In view of the advantages to be deriv- 
ed from the Transsiberian railway."

spend a month with his adopted daugh- 
ter. Tbeoce he will proceed to St Pe- 
tersburg. He is expected back in Wash- 
ington about the middle of September.

A REVOLUTIONARY WEAPON 


A Very Old Man With a Very Old 


Fire-Arm 


An old man with a very old gun at- 


tracted attention on Main street this 
morning when the crowds were assem- 
bling to see the circus parade. The 
man wore no uniform, but had a mili- 
tary bearing and caried his ancient 
weapon in-ar'style which indicated that 
he was familiar with fields of glory. 
Some thought that he was an attache 
of the circus, but euch was not the 
case. His name was Sampson and he 
was looking for Parker's shop,to which 
place he wished -to take his gun for re- 
pairs. The gun was a smooth-bore 
about five feet long, and when asked 
about it Mr. Sampson said it was made 
before the Revolutionary war,

that an Indian was shot with it near 
Fort Masachusetta The gun showed 
thatajt was a very -ancient piece, the 
stock extending the whole length of 
the barrel, which lacked but a./few in- 
ches of being four feet long.
